1 . COMPLETED VERY SUCCESSFUL MEETING WITH FUGI OF NORTH 
AMERICAN DESK. SEVERAL ISSUES WERE RAISED WHICH I 
ENCLOSE HEREIN EOR INEORMATION. 

2. UPON DEPLANING AE ONE, THE PRESIDENT AND MRS. FORD 
WILL BE MET BY CHIEF OF PROTOCOL UCHIDA. ALTHOUGH FUGI 
INDICATED NO OTHER GREETERS WOULD BE IN ATTENDANCE, HE DID 
NOT TOTALLY CLOSE THE DOOR TO POSSIBILITY THAT EOREIGN MINISTER 
OR EVEN PRIME MINISTER MAY SEE LIT TO COME TO THE AIRPORT 

TO GREET THE PRESIDENT. IT IS CLEAR TO GOJ THAT NO MATTER 
WHO IS AT AIRPORT, THERE WOULD BE NO DISCUSSION OE 
SUBSTANCE INVOLVING THE PRESIDENT. 

3. GOJ WAS EXTREMELY PLEASED AT THE GESTURE OF THE 
PRESIDENT STEPPING ON JAPANESE SOIL ENROUTE PRC. 
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4. PREVIOUS PRESS PLANS CALLED EOR THE TWO PRESS AIRCRAET 
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TO STAY OVERNIGHT IN TOKYO PRIOT TO HEADING INTO PRC IN 
ADVANCE OF AF ONE. CROWDED CONDITIONS AT HANEDA AIRPORT 
HAVE CAUSED JAPANESE A GREAT DEAL OF DIFFICULTY IN HONORING 
THIS REQUEST, AND SUBSEQUENT WORK WILL BE NEEDED BY THE PRESS 
ON THEIR AIRCRAFT PLANS. 

5. BOTH AMBASSADOR HODGSON AND FUGI INDICATED THAT GOJ 
HAS, IN ESSENCE, A COMMITMENT FROM SECRETARY KISSINGER 
TO RETURN TO TOKYO FOR BRIEFING PRIOR TO THE PRESIDENT'S 
ARRIVAL IN WASHINGTON. PLEASE ADVISE SOONEST IF SECRETARY 
INTENDS TO DO OTHER THAN RETURN TO WASHINGTON WITH THE 
PRESIDENT. 

6. HERE FOLLOWS PROPOSED SCHEDULE. REQUEST ADVISE APPROVAL 
SOONEST.
